PANAMA ZONE.

House Discusses the Temporary
Government of Territory.

(By Assoclated Press.)
WASHINGTON. D. C, Aprll 21..Tho

Houso tn-day gave evidence of approach-
1ns adjournment by passing a largo num¬

ber of bills, among them b«_ng one to

provlde a temporary government for tho
Panama Canal zone.

"A rule was adopted after the Domo¬
crats had forced a roll call. for tho con-
Kideration at any timo of the blll creat-

ir.g a commission to invcstigato the mer-

chant marlne of tho Unltod States. Af¬
ter tho blll was read, it was tomporarlly
lald aslde,
Messrs. Adamson (Georgia), Stevens

(Mlnr.rsota), and Rlchardson (Alabama),
members of tho Houso Committeo on In-
terstato and Forelgn Commerce, which
Its passage, contending that it was word
to word similar to what Jefferson had
suggested, and approved for the govern¬
ment of tho terrltory of Loulslana.
The blll was vigorously opposed by

Mr, Harrison (Nsw York), who charac-
terlzed it ns despotlsm run mad, because
lt gave tha President authority grcater
than i-ny sovereign In tho world. Ho
sarcastlcally remarked that members
ought to V.y gratoful that tho President
hnd consented to consult tho Houso "im-
elead of logislating fi'om tho Whlto
House. as he is accustomed to doing."
Ho thought that on tho ove of a presi¬
dential election. this outocratic pow.si.
"would throw open to him six or seven

hundred offlces."
Mr. Ilepburn (Iowa), chairman of tho

committee, explalned that in the nb-
tenco of definlte knowtedgo of tho con¬

ditions e.xlsting on tho zone, tho com¬

mittee hns resorted to the great prece-
dent ol Thomas Jefferson. Ho got into
n apirlled colloquy wlth Mr. Gnines (Ten¬
nessee), who assorted that thero wero

nlready Btatutcs affocting tho govorn-
nient of thc canal zone, but that tho
President had ridden over them rough-
sliod.
"1 doubt lf lt ls tho Idea of tho bost

standards of citlzonahlp," tartly iwplled
Mr. Hepbum, "that a man shall stand
aa a brawler constnntly against tho Chlof
nxecuttve of lils nation."
"I nlways do that," answered Mr.

GalneB, "when thoy don't oboy tho law,
no matter who or whero lt is."
The House got Into a wrangl. over a

resolution to pay Mr. Klomp (representa¬
tive, Vitglnla). $l,WO on account of 'ox-
ponsos Incurred by him In dofendlng bo¬
foro tho Vhglnla courts his tl tie, to his
66Pt.
The opponents of the resolution con¬

tended that as no contest had boen wagerl
iu tl). House. the approprlatlon was not
nroper. Tho resolution was voted down,
Sl to 121. Tha Houso adjourned until
to-morrow, I

While Discussing Remarriagc at
Dinner Lieut and' Mrs. Ferris

Quarrel Over Antiques,

WOMAN'S LIFE A ROMANCE

Was Widow of Edward Napliy
When She Met British Sur-

gcon on Ocean Voyage.

"We were aeated Qt dinner. I dld not
wish to quarrel, and I told hlm no. Tho
argumont grow warm'und tho coffee cold.
'Ho could not control himself. Wlthout
waming ho plcked up hlu cup nnd hurled
It at me. It atruck mo on the fort'head.
Hero ls tho brulso. Slunned for an In-
stnnt, 1 recovered and pitched my cup,
which was filled wlth coffee, dlroctly be¬
tween hls oyes. Ho sprong across tho
tablo to me. I fought hlm aa bcBt I could.
Then ho dragged mo to a eorner and beat
me wlth hla flsts until I could not see."
Mrs. Jeannette M. Ferris, a petlte, de-

mure woman of thirty-two years, was

descrlbing Incldcnts nt/ dinner whlcli led
to tho arrest of her dlvorced husband,
Lieutenant John L. Ferris. a surgcon,
who served tho Britlsh nrras In South
Africa during tho Boer war. Mrs, Forrls
Ib flvo feet two inches In height. Tho
lieutenant stands more than six foet, and
ls a deep-ohested, athletic man.

Buried Un tho whlrl of ;ifo In tho me-

tropolis, no ono would recognlze by her
namo the pale-faced, handsomo widow ot
Edward Naphy, of Philadelphia. tho lard
king, who a decado or more ago lavlshed
entertainment upon prominent membors
of soclety ln that city. A few years be¬
fore, as, Jeannette Lorraine, of Norfolk,
Va., she was noted for her beauty and as
a member of one of the oldest and most
respected families ln the State.
OCEAN TRIP LED TO MARRIAGE.
Aside from tho pathetlc sido of tho story

there ls grlm humor ln Mrs, Ferrls's nar-

raltve, a tale ot Incompatlblllty that led
to many an encounter nt lhe breakfast
tablo ln the few months thls couple were
man and wlfo. Mrs. Ferris never know
Just when hor lord felt ln the mood to
indulge hls expertness as a marksman.
Ho learned to throw things early ln thelr
wedded Ufe, and not lnaccurately. Hls
cholco woapona were buns and rolls, but
¦when the mood assalled hlm he dld^not
hesitate to ch'ooso a more dangerous
mlsslle, as was emphaslzed by the dls-
coloratlons on Mrs. Ferrls's countenance
yesterday, when sho related the incldents
which led to the arrest of Ferris.
Mrs. Ferris was a young girl when s'ho,

met Edward Naphy. then in hls power In
the lard market. and a dlrector ln several
instltutlona in Philadelphia. Beforo
Naphy lost hla money ho was noted for
hls llberallty and hls entertalnments.
Later. when business reverses sent hlm
abroad, where he died, he had lost hls
sklll to mako, money, and he left hls
widow but a small, percentage of the for¬
tune he once owned. Mrs. Ferris was on
her way to tho Continent when she met
tho lieutenant, He was big and strong
and handsome. Thls ls her story:

"I was attracted to hlm, and I fell in
lovo with hlm. That was only a llttlo
more than a year ago. I was engaged to
another man at tho time. Tho lieutenant
was a surgoon on the vessel. I supposo
thero Is a good deal of romance in meet¬
ing a man on tho seas, where there ls
so much moonllght and sq many stars to
count. We were married on March 11,
1903. We could not get along at all. He
has a vlclous temper, and seemed _to bc
eonstantly ln the mood for quarr'eling.
Thero was no recourso but to separate
from hlm. I obtalned my divorce on
March Sth last.

WANTED TO FORGIVE HIJI.
"Our friends did not know that we were

dlvorced, but I am willing that they
should know now. In fact, thls morning
I drove to several pf thelr homes to ex-

plaln that I was no longer a married
woman. Ho came to mo a few weeks ago
and asked for a room In my house. I
had spent my last $20,000 and I wanted
to do somethlns to earn a living. That
is why I took this furnlshed room house.
"Do you know, quarrels may begin over

the most trivial things. Thls last affair
was due to a plece of antlque furniture.
He saw it ln a shop and wanted mo to
buy lt. I went wlth hlm to the shop. It
dld not sult me. I Invlted hlm to dlno
wlth me. Wo had ln the meantlmo talked
over possible remarrlage. I explxlned thnt
if he would behavo himself I would marry
him again.

Counsel for
Mrs. Ferris snld thnt Ferris carrled a
revolver and had heen arralgned ln tho
AVest Side Cncri before for carrying
concealed weapons. The lieutenant was
held ln $600 ball to keep tho peaco for
six months. Mrs. Ferris llves nt No.
221 West Thlrly-elghth Street..Now York
